! the coverage is not greater than 
the Investment in the crop. Pre­ 
miums would be set sufficiently

flood,

frost. 
Farmers Must Apply 
No insurance would be provided 
in any county unless written ap­ 
plications were filed covering at 
least IOO farms or one-third of the 
farms normally producing the ag­ 
ricultural commodities insured by 
the act 
Insurant e would also be pro­ 
vided for producers on farms sit­ 
uated in a local producing area 
bordering on a county with a crop 
insurance program. 
No crop produced for harvest 
in 1944 wrere insured, but prior 
to that wheat was insured for five 
years and cotton for two years. 
During that time, approximately 
two million IOO thousand wheat 
and cotton farmers were insured, 
according to the house agriculture 
committee. Indemnities tor cr* p 
losses w-ere paid to about 588,000 
farmers. Out of eighty million 
dollars paid out, farmers contri­ 
buted fifty-two million dollars in 
premiums, resulting In a loss to 
the federal crop insurance corpor- i
